"In

ly coining silver at 16 to 1 without 
waiting for an international agree- 
ment, you ask what, if any objections, 
I would urge against this policy. 
I re- 


ply that I would urge none. 
The vast 


new output of gold in recent years, as 
compared with that of silver, impresses 
me that free coinage by us alone would 
not lead to displacement of our gold; 
that, therefore, free coinage would be 
safe. 
If it is safe, it is certainly de- 


sirable. 
Of course, no one can be ab- 


solutely certain that we could proceed 
with silver free coinage and yet retain 
our gold. 
I, therefore, do not dogma- 


tize, but leave that to the gold men. 
To my mind, however, the overwhelm- 
ing probability is that gold would stay 
with us. I have noticed of late no 
serious argument to show that it would 
not.'' 


I believe the struggle now going on 


in this country and in other countries 
for a single gold standard would, if 
successful, produce widespread disas- 
ter in and throughout the commercial 
world. 
The destruction of silver aud 


establishing gold as a solo utiit of 
value must have a ruinous effect upon 
all forms of property except those im- 
provements which yield a fixed return 
in money. It is impossible to strike 
silver out of existence as money with- 
out results which will prove distressing 
to millions and disastrous to tons of 
thousands. 
I believe gold and silver 


. coin to be the money of the constitu- 
tion; indeed, the money of the Amer- 
ican people anterior to the constitu- 
tion, which the great organic l;iw rec- 


• ognized as quite independent of 
its 


own existence. 
No power was confer- 


red 011 congres to declare either metal 
should not bo money. 
Congress has, 


in my judgment, no power to demone- 
tize gold.—.Tamos Gf. Elaine, February, 
1878. 


Secretary Carlisle .said, February 21, 


1878: 


"The 
conspiracy which .-Kvmes to 


have been formed here and in Kurope 
to destroy by legislation and otherwise 
from three-sevenths to one-half of the 
metallic money of the world is tlui 
most gigantic crime of this or ;iny 
other ago. The consummation 
of 


such a scheme would nltimntely entail 
more misery upon 
the human race 


than all the wars, pestilence nnd fam- 
ine that ever incurred in the history of 
the world." 


The gold bug press is giving out 


many false statements uow-a-days as 
to the position of men aud organiza- 
tions on the money quesitou.

have stated that President O'Connell, 
of the International Association of 
Machinists, had expressed himself in

gold standard.

O'Oonnell terms the statement as a ma- 
licious falsehood, and says:

International Association of 


Machinists, at its last convention, de- 
clared in favor of the free and unlimi- 
ted coianage of gold and silver at the 
ratio of 1G to 1. 
The American Feder- 


ation of Labor, at its last'three con- 
ventions, decided on the same linos, 
and I could not honestly 
represent 


either organization if the supposed in- 
terview was true. 
I am in favor ol 


the free aud unlimited coinage of gold 
aud silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, not- 
withstanding newspaper reports to the 
contrary. 
I speak my views on this 


question. 
I have no right to speak for 


others. 
It is a fight 
between the 


masses and the classes, and as I have 
always boon with the masses, I shall 
continue to so battle in the future."

Portsmouth Turned Shoe Company 


Files Mortgages for '$11,000. 


Protecting Their Creditor* Iti That Way 


Slow 'Collection* aud Utiii Accounts— 


Factory Will Be Continued lu Oper- 


ation by tlie Company for the 


Alotgngeefl. 


Bad debts aud slow collections have 


caused the Portsmouth Turned Shoo 
company some embarassment, but tho 
factory will not close nor the company 
assign. For several mouths past they 
have found collections very slow and 
liave had some big losses through bad 
accounts, failure of their customers, 
etc. 
These losses, which have been 


nearly all within the past six mouths, 
•were sufficient to wipe out tho work- 
ing capital of the company. Saturday 
they decided to protect their creditors, 
aud that evening filed a number of 
mortgages. 
Chattel mortgages cover- 


ing the stock, fixtures, accounts, etc., 
•were giveu to secure the claims of tho 
First National bank for §6,000, T. M. 
Patterson for SaOl.GG, James D. Clare 
lor §1,500, Chas. B. Richardson for 
$1,661.10, Farmers' National bank of 
Oak Hill for §1,000 and W. B. Grice 
for §500. 


In addition, two real estate mort- 


gages were' filed. 
F. E. Dnduit, Sr. 


and wife, James S. Lynn aiul wife, A. 
S. Duduit and wife and Beaj. F. Rich- 
ardson aud wife filed a mortgage for 
the Front street property, 27 feet on 
Front by 100 feet deep, occupied by 
the plant, to tho First National bank. 
B. F.Richardson transfers tho Richard- 
son home, facing 85 feet on Ninth 
street, to Chas. B. Richardson. 


Mr. B. F. Richardson stated this 


morning that they had contemplated 
such action for some time, it having 
been evident that they would not bo 
able to pull through. 
Tho firm has 


always made money in tho manufactur- 
ing, aud they now 
have on hand 


enough orders to run the factory until 
September 1st. Tho^losses have been 
altogether on account of slow collec- 
tions aud bad accounts. 
Had they ns- 


sigued it would have necessitated a big 
sacrifice of the plant and a loss to cred- 
itiors, so they decided to protect their 
creditors by mortgages. An arrange- 
ment has been made which will permit 
the firm to continue to operate tho 
plant. 


The factory has a capacity of 400 


pairs of children's and misses' shoes a 
day and they are now turning out 
about 300 pairs daily. 
Sixty-five peo- 


ple aro employed. 
Tho members of 


tho firm have tho sincere sympathy of 
every 0110 interested in tho welfare of 
tho city, and it is to bo hoped for tho 
benefit of the city, as well as tho com- 
pany, that they may bo able to tido 
over the present embarrassment and 
continue tho business. -
